CANTON, O., Dec. 16.—The testi- 
mony taken in the case of Simon 
Kline shows beyond a doubt that a 
terrible crime has been committed by 
the aon of the deceased, who is now 
in jail, as the guilty party. The fol- 
lowing facta are brought out in the 
evidence: That the accused,early last 
week, made two attempts to poiëon 
both his father and the housekeeper,

Failing in this 
attempt, he purchased morphine, and 
with that succeeded in ending hiá 
father's life; 
that deceased died of 
poison, after several days of violent 
illness; that the prisoner used threat- 
ening language against his father, and 
i^ade indecent proposals to the house- 
keeper, Mrs. Boyle. The testimony 
already given is regarded as over- 
whelming proof 
of 
the prisoner's 
guilt, and it is expected a verdict will 
be rendered accordingly to-morrow. 
It has caused intense excitement and 
indignation. The deceased was highly 
respected, and his diabolical murder 


has greatly excited the community.
